The 
forward p rotectiv e d eck, which is 
3 inches thick in the slop es and 2 
inches on the ffat, is bu lged u p two 
feet, and ev ery torn ed ge of the 
iron ilanges ou tward .

with Lieu t. Hobson, in which he 
describes his exploit. 
“ W e have been thirty-three days 
in a Spanish prison,’’ Mr. Hobson 
said, ‘‘and the more I think abou t 
it the more marvelou s it .seems that 
we are alive. 
“ It was abou t 3 a. m. when the 
xvlerrimac entered the narrow chan­ 
nel and steamed in u nder the gu ns 
of IMorro castle. 
It was so dark 
that we cou ld scarcely see the liead- 
lands. 
W e had planned to drop 
ou r starboard anchor at a certain 
point to the right of the channel, 
reverse ou r engines and then swing 
the ^Merrimac arou nd, sinking her 
directly across the channel. 
“ This plan was adhered to, bu t 
circu mstances rendered its execu ­ 
tion impossible. 
W hen the ]Mcrri- 
mac poked her nose into the chiin- 
nel ou r trou ble commenced. 
The 
deadly silence was broken by the 
swash of a small boat. 
1 made lier 
ou t to be a picket boat. 
She ran 
close u p u nder the stern of the 
Merrimac and fired several shots 
from what seemed to be ihree- 
pou nder gu ns. 
“ Tiie Merrimac’s ru dder 
was 
carried away by this fire, hence the 
collier was not su nk across the 
channel. 
W e did not di.scover the 
loss of the ru dder u ntil ISIu rphy 
cast anchor. 
We then fou nd that 
the Merrimac wou hl not answer to 
the helm, and were compelled to 
make the best of the situ aiion. 
“ The ru n u p the channel was 
very exciting. 
The 
picket 
boat 
had LHven the alarm and in a mo- 
ment the gu ns of the \ izcaya, tlie 
Almirante Oqu endo and of the 
shore batteries were tu rned u pon 
u s. 
“ Su bmarine mines and torpedoes 
also were exploded all abou t u s, 
adding to the excitement. 
The 
mines did no damage, althou gh we 
cou ld hear them long and feel the 
ship tremble. 
\\ e were ru nning 
witfiou t lights and only the dark­ 
ness saved u s from u tter destru c- 
tion. 
“ When the ship was in the de­ 
sired position, and we fou nd that 
the ru dder was gone, 1 called the 
men 
on 
deck. 
While 
they 
were 
lau nching 
the 
catamaran 
1 
tou ched 
ofi 
the 
explo- 
slvcb, 
and 
at 
the 
same 
moment two torpedoes fired by the 
Reina Mercedes stru ck the Merri­ 
mac 
amidships. 
I 
cannot 
say 
whether ou r own explosives or the 
Spanish torpedoes did the work, 
bu t the Merrimac was lifted ou t ol 
the water and almost rent asu nder. 
As she sank down we scrambled 
overboard and cu t away in the 
catamaran. 
The Spaniards, who 
thou ght the Merimac was an Am er­ 
ican battlesliip, shou ted. 
“ We attempted to get ou t of tiie 
harbor in the catamaran, 
bu t a 
strong tide was ru nning and day­ 
light fou nd u s still .stru ggling in 
the water. 
Then for the first time 
the Spaniards saw u s and a boat 
from tiie Reina Mercedes picked 
u s u p. 
We were taken aboard the 
Reina Mercedes and later were sent 
to Morro castle. 
“ In Morro we were confined in 
cells in the inner side of the fort­ 
ress, and were there the first day 
the ileet bombarded Morro. 
I 
cou ld only hear the whistling of 
the shells and the noise they made 
when they stru ck, bu t 1 knew from 
the obser\Titijns of the gu ard that 
the shells did considerable damage. 
“ After this bombardment Mr. 
Rarnsden, the British consu l, pro­ 
tested, and we were removed to the 
hospital. 
There I was separated 
from the other men in ou r crew, 
and cou ld see them only by special 


p e rm is s io n . 
“ Montagu e ana Kelley fell ill
